WATER 


The  following  is  a  resume  of  the  position  as  regards  the  new  water  supply 
schemes* 

Birchmoor  Source  No.  5*  Borehole  has  been  completed  and  is  in  operation 
The  Million  gallon  reservoir  -  Construction  of  this  reservoir  has  been 

completed. 

Pumping  Main  -  18"  new  pumping  main  connecting  the  source  works  with  the 

reservoir  has  been  completed. 

Source  works  &  Machinery  -  Work  commenced  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
No*  6.  Borehole  -  Work  commenced  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

REGIONAL  SCHEME 

Preliminary  surveys  and  plans  for  this  scheme  are  now  rapidly  being  pushed 
ahead.  It  is  anticipated  that  materials  will  be  available  early  in  the  New  Year 
and  the  Council  hope  to  commence  this  scheme  shortly. 

GREAT  LINFORD  VILLAGE  SCHEME 

The  internal  distribution  section  of  this  scheme  has  been  completed. 
CALDECOTE „  BOW  BRICKHILL 

The  main  has  been  extended  to  Caldecote,  Bow  Brickhill* 

During  the  year  1954  it  is  hoped 

(1)  To  complete  the  Birchmoor  scheme 

(2)  To  obtain  delivery  of  materials  for  the  Regional  Scheme  and  commence  work 
of  laying  this  trunk  main  throughout  the  district  and  if  possible,  to 
complete  that  part  of  the  scheme  which  connects  the  northern  and  southern 
areas  of  supply  over  Cross  Albans  Hill  at  Sherington  and  thus  be  able  to 
make  an  extension  to  Filgrave* 

(3)  To  continue  investigations  for  the  best  route  to  supply  Cold  Brafield  as 
some  doubts  have  been  raised  on  the  practicability  of  supplying  Cold 
Brafield  via  the  parish  of  Lavendon. 

(4)  To  connect  the  village  of  Great  Linford  to  the  Council*  s  main  distribution 
scheme  at  Woolstone  and  abandon  the  old  local  .‘.source 

(5)  To  extend  the  main  along  East  Ehd,  North  Crawley 

(6)  To  purchase  the  main  between  Birchmoor  Reservoir  and  Little  Brickhill 
from  the  Bletchley  U.D.G.  and  make  necessary  extensions  so  that  the 
village  of  Little  Brickhill  can  be  supplied  from  the  Birchmoor  source. 

(7)  To  extend  the  main  where  required  to  various  new  housing  sites. 

QLNEY  SOURCE 

Quantity 

The  supplv  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  under  great  difficulties 
following  a  very  long  dry  period. 

The  increasing  demands  being  made  upon  the  undertaking  give  rise  to  serious 
concern  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  source  and  the  Council1 s  proposals  to  link  up 
with  the  Birchmoor  source  over  Cross  Albans  Hill  should  be  proceeded  with  as  soon 
as  possible  in  order  to  safeguard  the  supply  in  the  northern  area. 

The  old  Hanslope  source  has  been  brought  back  into  use  and  has  helped  to 
relieve  the  situation.

no  direct  evidence  of  dangerous  contamination  and  the  water  is  considered 
wholesome  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.

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NEW  SEWERAGE  AND  SET,  JAG  5  DISPOSAL  SCHEMES 
BIRCH  MOOR  JOINT  COMMITTEE  SCHEME 

Work  on  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  which  will  deal  with  the  disposal 
of  sewage  in  the  parishes  of  Ho  burn  Sends  and  '■  avendon  in  this  rural  district  is 
now  making  excellent  progress.  This  is  a  joint  scheme  with  the  Ampthill  R.D#C. 

EMBERTON 


A  visit  of  Inquiry  was  held  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  during  the  year 
and  the  scheme  approved  in  principle.  Unfortunately,  the  Ministry  were  not  able 
to  authorise  work  to  commence.  There  is  an  urgent  Public  Health  need  for  this 
scheme  to  be  carried  out  at  an  early  date. 

BOW  BRICKHILL 

The  Ministry  held  an  informal  visit  and  approved  the  scheme  in  principle. 

Work  has  been  authorised  to  be  carried  out  early  in  1954.  All  preliminary  .  > 
arrangements  are  well  in  hand  and  a  starting  date  has  been  awarded  on  the  1st  May  1954. 

HANSLOPE 


No  real  progress  has  been  made  with  this  scheme 


LAVSNDON 


Planning  difficulties  which  were  holding  up  the  scheme  have  now  been  settled. 
Land  for  the  Sewage  Disposal  works  will  now  be  acquired. 

BRADWELL 


Preliminary  works  in  this  scheme  have  been  carried  out  and  the  Ministry 
have  been  asked  to  approve  the  scheme  in  principle.  The  sewage  will  be  pumped 
into  the  Wolverton  U.D.C,  works  which  are  now  nearing  completion.  It  is  anticipated 
that  this  scheme  may  be  able  to  proceed  during  the  next  year. 

CASTLETHORPE 


Some  difficulties  about  access  hove  held  up  this  scheme  -  there  has  been 
no  real  progress. 

LQUGHTON  AND  SHENLEY’  CHURCH  END 

The  Council’ s  Consulting  Engineers  have  submitted  an  Outline  Scheme  which 
the  Council  considered  to  be  too  expensive  and  they  have  been  asked  to  modify  their 
proposals. 

WAVSNDON 

A  preliminary  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  the  detailed  scheme  for  the  main 
part  of  the  village  is  to  be  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAffE 

Existing  Sewage  Works 

OLNEZ  U3RKS 


The  pumps  and  motors  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  ty  own  labour  in 
conjunction  with  Electricity  Board.  The  system  has  worked  satisfactorily. 

SHERINCTON  WORKS 

These  have  worked  well  during  the  year  and  a  good  effluent  has  been  maintained. 
HAVERSHAM  WORiS 

Have  given  satisfactory  service  but  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  put  in  an 
effluent  drain  to  the  river. 

MILTON  KEYNES 

A  thorough  cleanse  of  the  works  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  A 
satisfactory  service  has  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

LITTLE  BRIOKHILL  WORKS 


Since  the  improvement  carried  out  last  year  the  works  have  given  satisfactory 
service.  Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  from  a  badly  laid  sewer  in 
Great  Brickhill  Lane.  It  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  re-laid  in  the  near  future. 


SEWER  DITCHES 


A  number  of  blockages  occurred  and  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

Cleansing  of  the  sewer  ditches  over  the  major  part  of  the  District  was  carried  out 
but  was  held  up  to  a  certain  extent  by  shortage  of  labour.  The  various  schemes 
for  the  Council  Houses  were  regularly  visited  and  well  maintained  and  certain 
alterations  carried  out.  The  nuisance  complained  of  at  the  Hanslope  Long  Street 
site  was  abated.  Difficulty  occurred  from  time  to  time  at  the  temporary  works 
at  Emberton  West  pits  site  causing  flooding  and  damage  to  adjacent  agricultural  land. 
I  trust  the  Ministry  will  soon  award  a  starting  date  for  the  village  scheme  to  avoid 
a  recurrence.

In  addition,  3  loads  of  street  sweepings 
and  6  loads  of  trade  refuse  have  been  removed. 


During  the  year,  efficiency  was  increased  by  transferring  Havershom  and  Little  Linford 
to  the  Southern  Depot  for  refuse  collection.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
maintaining  the  labour  force.  It  will,  no  doubt,  be  necessary  during  the  coming 
year  to  use  the  third  vehicle  more  frequently  on  refuse  collection  owing  to  the 
increased  number  of  houses.
